HIV Edmonton 


GMOC has been around fora long 
time. I can’t tell you how long 
exactly but one of our facilitators 
has been hosting the “Coming 
Out” and “Being Gay” 
workshops for over 10 years. 


GMOC has had a mixed success 
and lots of downtime in its history. 
Almost ail of the barriers and/or 
shortcomings the program ever 
faced began with financing, or 
rather the lack of it. The program 
only actually had two years of 
solid funding and that was only a 
half time position of coordinator 
doing one andahalfpositions worth 
of work. 


In recent times, GMOC was its 
most successful while being led by 
Kirk Starkie and Rob Mizzi, both 
of whom understood that to get to 
the root causes of HIV/AIDS and 
other illnesses, efforts have to be 
combined with the whole picture 
that is the lives of gay/bisexual/ 
MSM. HIV Edmonton has been 
involved in most of those issues 
with other population groups for 
some time and, asan organization, 
has learned howto focus our efforts 
directly on these root causes. 


But, we have also long known that 
you can’t do it alone. When we 
partnered with the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton (GLCCE) in 2000 to 
put GMOC in the community 
center offices, we did so primarily 
to help stabilize services to the 
GLBTT community and to provide 
us with a partner with which to 
collaborate. With funding from 
the Alberta Community HIV Fund, 
GMOC went way beyond its past 
activities of providing outreach to 
bars and holding workshops for 
the men struggling with their 
sexuality. The GMOC 


Coordinator began tutoring 
medical students on homophobia, 
offering symposiumsto University 
of Alberta students and faculty 
on GLBTT health, wellness and 
social issues, partnering with 
agencies and organizations on 
those broader issues and providing 
sex positive resources that are 
sensitive to the gay/bisexual/ 
MSM “sexual culture”, as an 
example. 


In 2000 and 2001, the 
coordinators increased the 
number of workshops being 
offered, as well as the number of 
facilitators offering them. They 
partnered with some of the bars 
to take over their own condom 
distribution as marketing tools and 
worked with staff of the teaching 
faculties, health, social sciences 
and education primarily, on 
homophobia and heterosexism 
and their impact on the personal 
development of the stigmatized 
population. The coordinators 
were bold and went out there and 
did the work. HIV Edmonton 
worked along side Rob and Kirk 
in putting some of these initiatives 
together, which is exactly where 
we wanted to be, partnering in 
the work. 

Rob moved on because of funding 
and some very persuasive 
Opportunities coming his way. 
GMOC has remained almost 
lifeless since he left. 


HIV Edmonton and GLCCE may 
have come up with a solution, 
albeit it a temporary one, but a 
solution that will hopefully assist 
in linking infrastructure, funding 
access and a community driven 
response to the lack of resources 
inthe GLBTT community. As of 
May 1,2003, HIV Edmonton will 
dedicate a half time position to 
GMOC. We recognize that the 
gay/bisexual/MSM community, in 
its ongoing struggle with HIV/ 
AIDS, needs an active resource 
center and education programs 
to prevent the kinds of 
repercussions visited on it with 
the onslaught of HIV inthe 1980s. 


Before I go on, [have to comment 
on the dedication and time 
committed to GLCCE and 
GMOC by volunteers. Since 
March of 2002, if the door of 


GLCCE was open or the phone 
got answered or if someone was 
receiving peer counseling, it was a 
volunteer doing it. They have 
worked hard and at times it might 
have seemed thankless, but in 
reality, they gave it their best shot. 
But it was frustrating and even 
volunteers have lives. People get 
on with them. GLCCE has been 
served well by volunteers and they 
deserve the thanks of the whole 
community. 


What will HIV Edmonton’s offer 
to, and partnership with, GLCCE 
mean? It will mean that there will 
be a “warm body” on the other 
end of the phone when someone 
calls forhelp. It means, along with 
Erin Kardolus, the new Program 
Coordinator, there will be someone 
to greet you when you come in the 
door, or more importantly, the door 
will be open. It means that there 
will be someone coordinating 
efforts to have the gay/bisexual/ 
MSM population represented “at 
the table”, creating links and 
partnerships that will help reduce 
the incidence and effects of 
intolerance and ignorance. It will 
mean that we can dedicate some

effort to making GLCCE and 
GMOC focal points of resource 
development and service delivery 
for the GLBTT community. 


This community collaboration and 
increased involvementand activity 
will also mean there will be much 
for volunteers to take an interest 
in. In the last year, there has been 
a drive to increase our volunteer 
base and hopefully we can develop 
a broader range of activities for 
folk to become involved in. We 
will need workshop facilitators, 
planners, hosts and reception, 
clerical, resource management, 
online outreach crews, outreach 
workers of all kinds, people who 
just can’t get enough of committees 
and generally new energy, new 
direction and new enthusiasm.

I quoted this recently in the 
Legislature during debate 
on the motion of the tabling 
of the Electoral Boundaries 
Commission Report in the 
hope the government would 
see how wrong they were 
about the report. Wrong 
not only because Edmonton 
loses a seat, but also 
because some of the 
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proposed changes seem 
cruel and unfair. I also 
think the criteria used in the 
matrix are old and tired 
(much the Tories). 


I appeared before the 
Electoral Boundaries 
Commission on three 
separate occasions to plead 
my case on behalf of both 
my city and my 
constituents, asking the 
committee to respect our 
city’s natural community 
boundaries. And as we 
know now, that didn’t 
happen, which is one of the 
reasons I’m so unhappy 
with the report. 


I also brought the 
commission’s attention to 
the particular challenges an 
MLA ina multicultural and 
otherwise diverse mosaic 
like Edmonton-Centre 
faces that others don’t: 
things like translation 
services for the six to ten 
different languages 
represented in my 
community; and working 
with old housing stock, or 
establishing ties with 
dozens of business 
revitalization zones and 
social agencies. I was also 
trying to prevent some 
apartment buildings from 
being ‘orphaned’ between 
ridings in central 
Edmonton. 


We need 19 seats in our 
rapidly growing city. I 
made, iteclear foo the 
Commission that we don t 
need the kind of pressures 
that Calgary experienced 
after the last electoral 
boundary change. 


The important thing in this 
debate? Respect, the 
‘golden rule’, each of the 
83 constituencies in this 
province is important and 
deserving of respect. If, as 
legislators, we need to 
change the Electoral 
Boundaries Commission 
Act and if we have to create 
a new Commission to 
approach the whole thing 
again, so be it. We are the 
only ones who have the 
power to make this happen. 
But it looks like the Tories 
will wimp out on 
Edmonton again. When 
they were campaigning, 
they promised Edmonton a 
‘seat at the table’. I would 
like to know which table 
they were referring to. The 
kitchen table? The card 
table? The buffet table? It 
certainly wasn’t the 
decision-making table. 


Unplug 
Alberta from 
Deregulation 


It has been three years since 
the Tories deregulated 
Alberta’s electricity industry 
and Albertans are still waiting 
for the lower power rates they 
were promised. 


Frustration over high energy 
bills hit an all time high this 
winter when Albertans were 
forced to pay sky-high natural 
gas bills in addition to 
skyrocketing electricity 
bills. 


This week, the Alberta 
Liberals tabled an additional 
2,200 signatures to our

“Normal”

A few weeks ago, on an email 
discussion list I got very 
frustrated with the tone of 
some of the posts. Within 
the field of psychotherapy, 
there are big debates going 
on regarding the correct 
approach to diagnosis and 
treatment. Some support the 
scientific medical model 
(find the correct symptom, 
diagnose and treat in a 
specific manner). The 
therapist is the expert and 
clients who do not do what 
they are told are ‘ resistant”. 
They are in good company, 
since sixty percent of us do 
not do what our doctors tell 
us, according to medicine’s 
own studies. 


Others in the field support 
the idea that psychotherapy 
is most effective when it 
involves a focus on the 
relationship with the client. 
This belief implies that each 
of us knows what we need, 
that we just need to get some 
help in connecting to it — 
client is the expert, not the 
therapist. 


Anyhow, someone was 
asking for some information 
on a certain person’s 
approach. The criticism was 
that this person was saying, 
in medical model language, 
that she has the ‘best’ 
treatment for a certain 
emotional problem. This chap 
wanted to know more about 
the research she was using, 
cause in a workshop he was 
giving he wanted to be critical 
of her for giving 
workshops, for holding 
herself out as an expert. 
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Now it strikes me that often 
what we oppose is often the 
flip side of what we endorse. 
He was critical of saying that 
a certain approach is better 
than another, and of 
marketing and work shopping 
one’s ideas, and of making 
money in the process. But 
that is just what he was doing 
himself. 


It has long interested me that 
there are so few stories in 
life, just variations on 
themes. There are certain 
plots and that’s it. As a bona 
fide OAF, I have spent much 
time and energy working to 
create change. I have always 
tried to have fun in the 
process; to work towards 
what I believe are life 
enhancing choices for 
myself and for others. And it 
helps me when | remember 
that most of what we do is 
selling. A former priest who 
I quite respect got into all 
sorts of hot water for 
commenting that sales, 
religious conversion, filling 
churches and upping sales of 
products are pretty much the 
same thing, using similar 
beliefs and techniques to 
bolster and support their side 
of the coin. 


It is easy to forget the 
similarities and see the 
differences. That is what 
Bush and Saddam want us to 
do. Now Bush is the bigger 
bully, and Saddam the bigger 
nasty guy, but they are both 
fighting aholy war. They both 
believe they are doing the 
right thing. 


Even the planning process is 
pretty much the same despite 
the perspective differences. 
The war planning on both 
sides is pretty much the same 
for both. 


As a left wing political 
activist, | have worked on lots 
of good causes, stuffed many 
an envelope, found money for 
stamps, set up and taken down 
endless numbers of chair and 
made many a bowl of potato 


salad for the pot luck. I have 
taken action and waited for a 
positive response. 


So have the right wing 
activists. They believe in what 
they are doing as strongly as 
we believe in what we do. 
Trying to get it into my head 
that they believe as strongly 
as me befuddles me, cause I 
see their choices as limiting, 
fear based. And in many 
instances, are not based on 
what I see as reasonable 
information. 


Now we are starting to see 
where our difference comes 
in—I want to give out as much 
information as I can and others 
don’t. Why? Because we both 
know that information is 
power. Feminism started 
quietly with innocent coffee 
klatches. Saddam did not want 
his women (or his men) to be 
able to do that because it’s too 
dangerous to his power base. 
Neither does Bush. 


This column is drifting into a 
discussion of B /S (Bush vs. 


Saddam) which is not my 
intent. My intent is to remind 
us that the ‘ bad guys’ are 
doing what they do with 
passion similar to ours. I just 
wish we would remember 
that more, so that maybe we 
could lick fewer stamps, 
stack fewer chairs and make 
fewer bowls of potato salad. 
There have been some 
comments in this paper lately 
about the need for the OAFs 
to make more space for the 
younger folks. That’s true, 
and remember, there are lots 
of reasons for doing any 
given thing, maybe more 
discussion of the reasons, of 
each other’s worldview, of 
the meaning of each decision 
would help.

Al-Fatiha 
Statement 


Al-Fatiha Foundation, a US- 
based organization dedicated to 
Muslims who are lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender and 
questioningreleased the following 
statement today on the UN 
resolution on human rights and 
sexual orientation: 


Al-Fatiha Statement on UN 
Resolution 


Al-Fatiha applauds the 
government of Brazil for 
introducingaresolution on human 
rights and sexual orientation at 
the 59th Session of the United 
Nations Commission on Human 
Rights (UNCHR). This historic 
resolution expresses “deep 


concern at the occurrence of 


violations ofhuman rights all over 
the world against person on 
grounds of their sexual 
orientation” and urges other 


relevant UN bodies to “give due 
attention” to these abuses. 


Theresolution builds upon the work 
of dozens of international, national 
and local non-government 
organizations who have worked 
for a number of years to urge the 
United Nations and its relevant 
bodies to adopt language that 
condemns human rights violations 
against sexual and gender 
minorities and lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender people. The 
fact that 20 countries co- 
sponsored this resolution, including 
the European Union, Canada, 
New Zealand and South Africa, is 
a testament to the remarkable 
activism of LGBT and allied 
people. It is also amazing to see 
the alliances that have been built 
across many movements (including 
gender, sexual orientation and 
health) that have made it possible 
to bring this resolution to the 
forefront. 


Al-Fatihajoins international human 
rights organizations, allied NGOs, 
and other people of conscience in 
expressing its dismay with the final 
outcome of this landmark 
resolution on human rights and 
sexual orientation. Governments 
of the world lost the opportunity to 
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tinally confront human rights 
abuses against sexual and 
gender minorities. And 
Institutions that use the name 
of religion including the 
Vatican and the Organization 
of Islamic Conference (OIC) 
seized this opportunity to once 
again express their 
homophobia and intolerance 
towards lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people. While 
the Organization of Islamic 
Conference and its member 
states introduced many 
amendments to the resolution 
and joined the Vatican in 
lobbying governments to 
oppose the resolution, our 
overall efforts to hold nation’s 
accountable for their human 
rights violations at the 
international level, was not 
defeated. Both the OIC and 
the Vatican worked tireless 
behind the scenes, using 
political maneuvering, and 
political threats that played 
into the current geo-political 
climate. 


The OIC ultimately resorted 
to calling fora “no vote” and 
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added amendments to the 
resolution, which stalled the 
process and the resolution was 
not voted upon. The good news 
for those working on this 
resolution is that it was not 
defeated. It will beon the agenda 
next year and it will be debated 
and voted upon at the 60th 
Session of the UNCHR.

Who is Marsha Stevens? 
In 1969, Marsha Stevens 
was a troubled adolescent 
when she had her first 
conscious encounter with 
Christ while participating 
in a Bible study group. In 
the vision this encounter 
evoked, she saw herself 
walking with Jesus near 
a deep blue river and this 
experience both changed 
and saved her life. 
Following’ it, she 
composed the folk hymn, 
For Those Tears I Died 
(or Come To the Water). 
The song has now 
become a standard of 
Christian hymnals and it 
launched her career as a 
Christian singer/ 
songwriter. 


At the age of 16, Stevens 
sang and toured with the 
Christian folk group, The 
Children of the Day. Over 
the next nine years, the 
group recorded six albums, 
with Stevens writing most 
of the songs. She also sang 
and provided back-up 
vocals on several of the 
Maranatha and Praise 
albums and_ toured 
extensively in the United 
States, as well as Canada, 
Israel, and Europe. 

She eventually married and 
began a family. Then, in 
1979, after seven years of 
wedlock, she divorced. She 
had fallen in love with a 
woman. “When I came out 
as a born again lesbian, I 
didn’t anticipate that people 
would come unglued the 


way they did,” Stevens said. 
“Once the church found 
out, people came over and 
told me to take the ‘Jesus 
Is Lord’ sign off my door. 
People would rip the pages 
out of their hymnals 
containing my songs and 
send them to me with hate 
mail.” 

It took Stevens five years 
to sort out her life and to 
reconcile herself with her 
religion. She studied 
nursing at the University of 
the State of New York and 
eventually became a 
Registered Nurse to support 
herself and her two 
children. “It was during 
that time that I found out 
that I didn’t need to come 
out to God,” she said. “I 
found that the Word still 
burned in my heart and I 
could not contain it. I 
began to sing again.” 


Stevens now focuses her 
talents on evangelizing the 
lesbian and gay community 
through her gospel music. 
“| hope my music breaks 
through the religious 
rhetoric we’ve come to hate 
and talks about our longing 
to see purpose in our 
existence and healing for 
our hearts.” 

Highly respected, Stevens 
has recorded six solo 
albums and a concert video 
on her independent BALM 
(Born Again Lesbian 
Music) label and she 
performs between 150 and 
200 concerts a year. The 
Gay Music Guide has rated 
her last two releases as 
among the top 20 albums 
of 1996. Considered

How To Give Your Cat a 
Pill

Get spouse to hold head 
firmly with one hand while 
forcing wooden ruler into 
mouth. Drop pill down ruler 
and rub cat’s_ throat 
vigorously. 

7.Retrieve cat from curtain 
rail; get another pill from foil 
wrap. Make note to buy new 
ruler and repair curtains. 
8.Wrap cat in large towel and 
get spouse to lie on cat with 
head just visible from below 
armpit. Put pill in end of 
drinking straw, force mouth 
open with pencil and blow 
down drinking straw.

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Anna Ruling 
100 Years of 
Lesbian 
Activism

“In middle-class circles they 
believe, oddly enough, that 
among them homosexuality 
has no place, and from these 
circles the most annoying 
enemies recruit each other to 
oppose the movement to free 
Uranian people. I would like 
to give as an example that my 
father, when by chance he 
came to speak about 
homosexuality, explained 
with conviction “nothing of 
the sort can happen in my 
family.” The facts prove the 
opposite. I need to add 
nothing to that statement.” 
With this century-old 
utterance, Anna Riiling 
became the first known 
Lesbian activist. 


Very little is known about 
Anna Riiling. She gave her 
interesting and expressive 
speech, “What Interest does 
the Women’s Movement have 
in Solving the Homosexual 


Problem?” in 1904 in 
Germany’ before the 
Scientific Humanitarian 
Committee. Magnus 


Hirschfeld established the 
Committee, the first Gay 
organization in world history, 
in Berlin in 1896. 


In her speech, Riiling brought 
Gay rights and women’s 
rights under one umbrella. 
She congratulated the 
Committee for its support of 
women’s rights and for 
including Lesbians in its fight 


| for equal rights. Such support 
by men and the inclusion of 
Lesbians in homosexual 
interests, according to 
Riiling, had been sadly 
neglected. 


Because the involvement of 
Lesbians in the Women’s 
Movement continues to be as 
great an issue a century after 
the delivery of Riiling’s 
speech, it is important that 
people today know what she 
had to say. Until relatively 
recently, very little had been 
written about the Women’s 
Movement, and_ those 
writings that did exist 
concerning women’s issues 
most often had been authored 
by men. As it is, there are few 
writings that directly treat the 
subject of the Gay Movement 
as it affects the Women’s 
Movement. 


At the very outset of her 
speech, Riiling makes the 
point that women are 
considered only as an 
afterthought even in the fight 
for equal rights. Although she 
is not complaining, she 
indicates that it is due to the 
lack of laws against the 
practice of sexual acts 


between women that has 
kept them on the sidelines 
of the fight for sexual 
liberty as it concerns the 
love between women. 
Riiling uses the terms 
“homosexuality”, the word 
coined by Karoly Maria 
Kertbeny in 1868, and 
“Uranism”, coined by Karl 
Heinrich Ulrichs in 1862. 


It is interesting to see 
Riiling using the same 
economical and social ideas 
that are current today in the 
attempt to present the 
circumstances which 
separate men and women in 
the workplace and in the 
home. She speaks about 
stereotypes and stigmas and 
which kinds of jobs are said 
to be fit for which sex. She 
denies the conventional 
roles in a way that is so 
totally modern that the 
reader would almost believe 
the speech, written one 
hundred years ago, was for 
presentation to a 
contemporary audience. 
Then, on the other hand, 
Riiling makes remarks about 
conjugal unions between 
homosexuals and 
heterosexuals that might be 


difficult to accept today. 
While it is true that such 
unions may cause misery, as 
she says, it is not believed 
today that the offspring would 
be any more unloved or 
unfortunate or become “ 
weak-minded, idiotic, 
epileptic, chest-diseased 
degenerates of all sorts...” 
accompanied by “unhealthy 
sexual drives such as sadism 
and masochism.” 


Today’s readers’ might 
question which side Riiling is 
on at this point; however, 
when they understand that 
many of the physicians and 
psychiatrists of her day 
diagnosed “homosexuality” 
and “uranism” to be exactly as 
Riiling describes the 
offspring, a morbid brood 
indeed, they will see that she 
is just trying to persuade 
people from falling into the 
trap of marriage for 
convenience and ones entered 
into when giving in to the 
pressures of society. 


Later in the speech, Riiling 
points to the fact of the 
inability to change sexual 
orientation by force and the 
inability of parents to know 
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the sexual orientation of 
their children. Here is a 
woman who already knew 
the humane treatment of Gay 
children. Her answer to any 
problem concerning the 
sexuality of children: love 
and understanding. One 
notes that Riiling 
distinguishes between three 
individuals. She says that 
“men, women, and 
homosexuals” are different 
and should have equal 
opportunities in education 
and in the job market. 
Riiling, her contemporaries, 
and her predecessors 
believed in the existence of 
a third sex, a Gay sex. 


Yet for all her understanding 
and importance, it is 
interesting to note that 
Riiling is not mentioned in 
Ilse Kokula’s Weibliche 
Homosexualitaét um 1900 in 
metteendssischen 
Dokumenten (Female 
Homosexuality Around 


1900 in Contemporary 
Documents), published in 
1981, even though Helene 
Stécker, the only leading 
women in the Women’s 
Movement, who was a 
member of the Hirschfeld 
Committee, is mentioned. 
However, Simone de 
Beauvoir does use Riiling as 
a reference in her book, Le 
Deuxiéme Sexe (The Second 
Sex), published in 1949. The 
only other indication of the 
importance of Riiling’s 
speech is the appearance of 
a second (after mine) 
translation of her speech by 
Lillian Faderman = and 
Brigitte Eriksson. 
Unfortunately, Faderman and 
Eriksson, limiting their 
comments solely to her 
speech, shed no light on the 
life of Riiling. 


As a note of interest, only in 
a roundabout way can the 
reader of Riiling’s speech 
deduce Riiling’s sexuality.

She says that her father was 
wrong in stating that no 
homosexuality could appear 
in her family. The reader can 
only guess from _ this 
statement that she is 
admitting to being Lesbian. 


Also, nothing is known about 
Riiling’s position in the 
Women’s Movement. She is 
not counted among the 
leadership or even as 
belonging to the active 
membership. Perhaps, in this 
Case ner DOSILION IS 
unimportant. Nevertheless, 
she does deserve the careful 
attention of today’s Gay and 
non-Gay readership, because 
her idea that both the 
Women’s Movement and the 
Gay Movement together one 
day would raise their banners 
in victory, remains the dream 
of many Gay and non-Gay 
people. Because the Equal 
Rights Amendment has yet 
to be passed, Riling’s 
enthusiastic speech can still 


play an active role in the 
endless battle against bigotry 
and sex discrimination in 
general and male chauvinism 
in particular.

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Family 
Values 


One thing I keep being asked 
is what does leather means 
to me? Not only is this a 
regular question judges love 
to ask contestants in leather 
contests but it also is often 
asked in the context of why 
I got involved in leather in 
the first place. 


Leather can mean just about 
anything to anyone. For me, 
if | had to narrow it down to 
one thing, Leather is all about 
family. I don’t mean that in 
a light or frivolous term 
either. Leather has allowed 
me to bring together a rather 
tight knit little family, based 
on openness and trust. 
Hopefully by the end of this 
month’s rambling you will 


have a better idea of what I 
mean. 


The concept of 
“brotherhood” is very old 
in the leather community. 


In fact everywhere you go, 
and every leather person 
you meet will talk about 
how there is this large leather 
family. I willagree that being 
into leather, or drag, or 
softball, will give you an 
“in” to a group of people at 
home and when you travel. 
The gay world has been 
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great at creating smaller sub 
groups based on one interest 
or another. This ability makes 
it easy for gay men and 
women (and all those in 
between) to find their home. 

It is often under 


these larger 
umbrellas that they 
construct their 


groups of friends 
and in the end their 
family. 


This notion of 
“brotherhood” is so 
deep in many in the 
leather world that I have 
seen quite a few leather clubs 
based in that framework. 
The second paragraph in the 
preamble of the Spearhead 
constitution reads as follows: 


The Spearhead is an 
affiliation, brotherhood, or 
fraternity of fellows who 
wish to recognise with pride 
the value and privilege of 
belonging to an organization 
who are all “brothers under 
the skin”. 


The idea behind setting up 
the club that way was that it 
allowed all the different 
schools of leather to get 
together without the need to 
mandate one version of what 
leather is (ex. Masculinity or 
BDSM) over another. This 
organization has been in 
Toronto for over 30 years 
now, and has members 
ranging the whole gamut of 
leather. The one thing they 
all have in common is that 
they all look out for one 
another. If a member gets 
sick, they have a “member 
at large” who’s job it is to do 
hospital visits and give the 
member a teddy bear, which 
is butcher than flowers, 
though they give those too. 


They help each other move, 
they show up at birthdays, 
farewells, and funerals. They 
are there for each other. 
Nowlikeall big families there 
are sibling rivalries and 100% 
of the people don’t get along 
100% of the time, but in the 
end they pull together for 
the survival and betterment 
of their family, Spearhead. 


Here in Edmonton, I have to 
admit that this idea of 
building a family is the one 
thing that has made life sane 
for my partner and I. Both 
of us are steeped in this “old 
leather” value. Since moving 
here we have constructed 
our own little family of 
“brothers under the skin”, 
and meshed it a little with 
my traditional family (I mean 
my mom and dad here). The 
longer we live here, the closer 
we all seem to get. Not only 
do we socialize and go out 
together, but we travel 
together, we help each other 
out with mundane day to 
day stuff, and in our case, 
when Dan and | go away, 
they even look in on my 
mom and dad. 


We have seen each other at 
our best and worse, and 
been through all sorts of fun 
and sometime sad times. The 
one thing I truly love of my 
brothers, sisters, aunts, and — 
uncles in leather is that we all 
have a sense of openness 
with each other. We tend 
not to mince words, nor do 
we judge each other. They 
are all such a great bunch of 
guys that we get them all 
over for dinner with my mom 
and dad, and they all sit 
around and joke and laugh, 
which is whata family should 
do. 


That said, this value was 
also shown to me on my 
recent trip to Vancouver. I 
managed to meet some great 
people and reconnect with 
some I have not seen in a 
long time. But again I was 
welcomed with open arms 
and made to feel so welcome 
by the leather folk there. I 
was in Vancouver as ajudge 
for the Mr. and Ms. 
Vancouver Leather Pride 
contest. May I say what an 
honour it was to represent 
Edmonton in Vancouver 
and that being a judge was a 
very rewarding experience. 


The Western Canada 
Leather Pride organization 
that puts on this contest is 
the umbrella group for all 
the “leather” organizations 
in Vancouver. Member 
range from VASM 
(Vancouver Activists in S/ 
M), to the BC Bears. This 
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recognises that leather is 
more things that one. They 
try to bring the organizations 
together so that they are all 
talking and they get along. 
The job descriptions’ for 
Mr and Ms. Vancouver 
Leather is to facilitate all 
of this. They are chosen 
more as community 
spokespersons than as 
poster children. Their job 
is to keep the larger leather 
family getting along, kind 
of like mom and daddy. 


This year there were lots of 
great contestants. There 
were three women (Enarian, 
Stacy and Anna), and four 
men (Barney, George, 
Brent and Tim). I would 
like to congratulate the 
outgoing Mr. and Ms. 
Vancouver Leather, Brent

job last year. I wish Pat 
Tucker all the best in her 
quest for the Ms. World 
Leather title later this year.

Taped every Tuesday evening 
in the Village TV newsroom 
in Los Angeles, each finished, 
weekly edition of the show is 
added to Village TV’s website 
located at www. villagetv.com, 
every Wednesday at 5 pm 
Pacific. 


The idea is the creation of 
Executive Producer and 
Village TV President Corey 
Chambers who notes that 
growing up, there were 
virtually no gay-oriented 
shows on TV, let alone any 
that showed the gay 
community in a positive and 
informative light. “It’s still 


difficult to find any 
programming of this kind 
anywhere”, he adds. Deciding 
to answer the need himself, 
Chambers created “The Gay 
News” in February with the 
idea of producing a news 
program devoted strictly to 
the unique informational 
needs of the global gay 
community. 


“Mainstream media either 
ignores gay _ stories 
altogether or ignores the ‘gay 
side’ of mainstream stories.” 
Additionally, he explains that 
a more recent trend has seen 
newscasts going to the 
opposite extreme by 
ignoring any subtle negative 
aspects of gays in the news. 
“Either way,” Chambers 
continues, “the complete 
story is not being told. 
‘Village TV’ tells the whole 
story.” 


Chambers notes that because

it makes a show like this one 
perfectly suited for Internet 
TV. He further states, ““We’re

With an 
aggressive anti-censorship 
philosophy, even adult related 
topics are covered from time 
to time. 


Likewise, he points to the 
fact that “being uncensored, 
we feature stories and 
footage that you will 
definitely not find on other, 
more mainstream television 
news,” citing things as nudity, 
and several recent frank 
images taken directly from 
the battlefields in Iraq, as two 


prime examples. Of the 
show’s distinctive and 
unconventional style, 


Chambers enthusiastically 
states, “It’s safe to say that the 
news has never been done 
quite this way before.” He 
observes that while “’ The Gay 
News’ is definitely ‘real
